Louisville, Ky., Again the Scene of the 
Sensation.

LoriBViLLK, Ky., Sept. 25.— Louis- 
ville is bo have another bank scandal, 
and if rumor speaks truly it will be the 
ugliest and most sensational one that 
has ever shocked this city, which ol 
late years has had more than Its share 
ol such scandals. 

Two suite, it is said, are in course oi 
preparation, which Involve the Louis- 
ville Deposit bank, which lately u* 
signed, and the German National bank, 
an institution whioh has been in busi 
nets for more than two decodes.

bank. The Deposit bank was organ- 
ized in April. 1891, and it Is charged 



i organ iwitiou 
and induced friends to subscribe for 
stock, giving it out that the (German 
National bonk would give business, 
and Albert Reutlinger, who himself 
took HO, 000 worth of stock, would be 
made cashier of the Deposit bank. 

They had carried Schwartz, who was 
in the whisky business for years, it is 
charged, and knew that he was totally 
insolvent, that in order to save itself 
from bankruptcy entered Into a con- 
spiracy vrtth him to loot the Deposit 
bank after Inveigling men to take 
its stock. The means by which 
the Deposit bank wo* wreck ed, it 
is charged, were as fallows: The Ger- 
man national bonk loaned the Deposit 
bank a considerable amount of ready 
cash, which was later paid liack, but 
shaved on it at the some time $S3.000 
worth of Schwartz ptper which it is 
sa>td woe worthless. In other words the 
Herman national bank received good 
collateral In exchange for the bad pa- 
per. This is the gist of the suit to be'

N_W V-irr. Kept !».— CollisP. Huat- 
in^ton. tbe railroad magnate, and Cor- 
nelius Vanrlcrbilt, have been notified, 
recently by an alleged anarchist that 
their new palacos on Fifth avenue 
would shortly be destroyed with dyna- 
mite One of the young gentleman 
employed In a confidential capacity at 
the Grand Central depot is the author. 
Ity for this statement. 

"Mr. Cornelius Vanderbtlt received 
an anonymous letter to the effect that 
his new house on Fifth avenue and 
Fifty-eighth street was in danger," aald 
the informant "tine of the workmen 
at the unfinished residence also discov- 
ered a card taokod up on the the cov- 
er*! entraoe to the building. This 
card was covered with a scrawl, 
which declared that the time had 
come for the rich man to suffer 
for the so-called wrongs of the poor. 
It was verr incendiary in it* tone, but 
Mr. Vanderbilt believed it was the 
work of some crank, who became agi- 
tated over the r«cent newspaper dis- 
cussion about anarchists and their 
threats. However, a similar card was 
tacked upon the bo\ed-up fence of Mr. 
C P. Huntington's mansion, across 
Fifth avenue from Mr. Vanderbilfs 
residenoe. Anything appertaining 
to the destruction of property or a 
thrent against Mr. Vanderbilt or any of 
his friends or assistants is at once re- 
ferred to .Supt Hyrnes, and the nui- 

Vanderbilt is not at all worried by 
threats against his property, for he is 
one of the few millionaires in New 
York who spends his surplus money, 
beymd enough to support himsolf and 
family in dignified style, for churitable 
objects. There is no person i:i the 
United States who has given as much 
money toward the erection of churches 
and reliev_i_ the needy as has Mr. 
Vanderbilt"
